Bert Fuller, who has been in train- 


ing in the quartermaster department 
at Camp Johnston, Jacksonville, has 
been ordered to France and is now on 
his way. Bert was home on a short 
leave of absence last Saturday and 
while here received a telegram to re- 
port for duty at once. He went back 
to camp Sundav. Monday his mother 
received a message saying he was on 
his way to France. 
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EW SMYRNA, a town but little known, and yet the 
first settlement in the United States, has more 


natural beauty and more interesting history than any 
other in the state. It is located 125 miles south of Jack- 
sonville, on the Florida East Coast Railway, is the first 
division point and has the largest railroad yards south 
of Jacksonville. 
It is the junction point of the Orange 


City Junction line from the interior of the state and the 
Kissimmee Valley line from Lake Okeechobee and the 
Everglades district, with the main line. It is also reached 
by water on the inland canal along the East Coast. 


Although it had been inhabited probably a couple hund- 


red years earlier, it received its present and permanent 
name at the time of Dr. Andrew Turnbull's settlement 
here, more than 150 years ago, in honor of his wife, a 
native of Smyrna, vm the eastern. Mediterranean, and her 
new home was called New Smyrna, a name which it has 
since retained. 


Lowrie's translations of Spanish records and reports, in 


his "Early Spanish Settlement* in America." shows that 
the first settlement in America, called St. Augustine, was 
established on the coast of Florida in latitude 29° (Xew 
Smyrna), that "it was much exposed to attacks by the 
Indians and did not command the entrance to the harbor." 
and that after several month* of trying experiences on tho 
part of the settlers, it was mined to Fort Caroline (now 
Sin Mateo) and from there to "Xew Augustine." the pres- 
ent St. Augustine. 


Last year a Historical Society was formed here to delve 


into its pas-t history and bring to light everything pos- 
sible of interest. Of the pre-lustoric habitation we know 
nothing other than what the natives left behind them. 
For miles along our river are located huge mounds of 
oyster and clam shells, the remains of pre-historic people 
who inhabited these shores for probably thousands of 
years. One of these mounds may be found just north of 
the Ocean House, in the hotel grounds, one block north of 
the postoffice. The largest of them all is Turtle Mound, 
located on the river about ten miles south of New Smyrna, 
and one of the highest points along the coast. 
The ex- 


cavation of these mounds has been in progress for years, 
the material being used in building our roads. Many in- 
teresting and curious relics have been found and pre- 
served, of pottery, bone, stone and shell implements. 


The foundation of an ancient stone fort is to be seen in 


the shell mound just north of the Ocejin House, but of its 
origin and history little is yet known. It is not known 
to exist, even by the inhabitants living on top of it, until 
a comparatively recent excavation of the shell mound for 
road material exposed one of the bastions. 


The ruins of the old mission, one and a half miles west 


of the postoffice, and visited by going west on Canal street, 
our main business street, probably was erected at about 
the same time as the fort. That it was of early Spanish 
origin is certain because of certain candlesticks and a bell 
found in excavations there, which bear Spanish inscrip- 
tions. The beautiful arches and square cut coquina rock 
laid perfectly prove it to be the work of master masons. 


Several old wells are located about the city dating from 


the same period. These wells were dug, lined with coquina 
rock, well' cemented, and with a curbing a couple of feet 
above the ground. One of these is in the grounds of the 
Ocean House, another is to be found back of Shryock'*, 
store, three .blocks south of the postoffice, and a third 
is four blocks further south in a vacant lot on the river 
front

EW SMYRNA, a town but little known, and yet the 
first settlement in the United States, has more 


natural beauty and more interesting history than any 
other in the state. It is located 125 miles south of Jack- 
sonville, on the Florida East Coast Railway, is the first 
division point and has the largest railroad yards south 
of Jacksonville. 
It is the junction point of the Orange 


City Junction line from the interior of the state and the 
Kissimmee Valley line from Lake Okeechobee and the 
Everglades district, with the main line. It is also reached 
by water on the inland canal along the East Coast. 


Although it had been inhabited probably a couple hund- 


red years earlier, it received its present and permanent 
name at the time of Dr. Andrew Turnbull's settlement 
here, more than 150 years ago, in honor of his wife, a 
native of Smyrna, vin the eastern. Mediterranean, and her 
new home was called New Smyrna, a name which it has 
since retained. 


Lowrie's translations of Spanish records and reports, in 


his "Early Spanish Settlements in America," shows that 
the first settlement in America, called St. Augustine, was 
established on the coast of Florida in latitude 20" (Xew 
Smyrna), that "it was much exposed to attacks by the 
Indians and did not command the entrance to the harbor." 
and that after several month11 of trying experiences on the 
part of. tile settler.-,, it was mined to Fort Caroline (nou' 
Sa-n Mateol and from there to "Xew Augustine/' the pres- 
ent St. Augustine. 


Last year a Historical Society was formed here to clelvc- 


into its pas-t history and bring to light everything pos- 
sible of interest. Of the pre-lustoric habitation we know 
nothing other than what the natives left behind them. 
For miles along our river are located huge mounds of 
oyster and clam shells, the remains of pre-historic people 
who inhabited these shores for probably thousands of 
years. One of these mounds may be found just north of 
the Ocean House, in the hotel grounds, one block north of 
the postoffiee. The largest of them all is Turtle Mound, 
located on the river about ten miles south of New Smyrna, 
and one of the highest points along the coast. 
The ex- 


cavation of these mounds has been in progress Jor years, 
the material being used in building our roads. 
Many in- 


teresting and curious relics have been found and pre- 
served, of pottery, bone, stone and shell implements. 


The foundation of an ancient stone fort Is to be seen in 


the shell mound just north of the Ocean House, but of its 
origin and history little is yet known. It Is not known 
to exist, even by the inhabitants living on top of it, until 
a comparatively recent excavation of the shell mound for 
road material exposed one of the bastions. 


The ruins of the old mission, one and a half miles west 


o{ the postoffiee, and visited by going west on Canal street, 
our main business street, probably was erected at about 
the same time as the fort. That it was of early Spanish 
origin is certain because of certain candlesticks and a bell 
found in excavations there, which bear Spanish inscrip- 
tions. The beautiful arches and square cut coquina rock 
laid perfectly prove it to be the work of master masons. 


Several old wells are located about the city dating from 


the same period. These wells were dug, lined with coquina 
rock, well' cemented, and with a curbing a couple of feet 
above the ground. One of these is in the grounds of the 
Ocean House, another is to be found back of Shryock's 
store, throe .blocks south of the postoffiee, and a third 
i.s four blocks further south in a vacant lot ou the river 
front
